It is punishing one 
upon the mere presumption of another who 
alleges no violation of law. 
The woman was 


sent to jail'because she could not give bonds 
for her appearance, which was her mis- 
fortune and not her fault. If one witness is 
ilaced under bonds to appear at court the 
same security should be demanded of every 
other witness. It seems incredible that the 
aw has been tolerated so many years. It 
nflicts dire punishment upon persons guilty 
of no crime or 'misdemeanor, and discrimi- 
nates in an ugly fashion between individuals.

Voorhees Wins for Governor by 5,000 Plu- 


rality—The Legislature Also 


Republican. 


Trenton, Nov. 10.—The New Jersey 


legislature will stand exactly as It did 
last year. In Tuesday's election the 
Republicans lost the assemblyman 
from Salem, but gained one In Passaic 
county, where a year ago one of the 
four Democrats was elected. This year 
Passalc returned four Republicans. The 
house will stand 37 Republicans and 23 
Democrats. This was as It stood In the 
present year. The senate will again 
stand 14 Republicans and 7 Democrats. 
Thus on joint ballot the Republicans 
will have 51 votes, against a total Dem- 
cratlc vote of 30. This Insures the elec- 
tion of a Republican to succeed James 
(Smith, Democrat, In the national sen- 
ate. Ex-Congressman Kean Is conceded 
to be the choice of the Republicans. 


Seven of the senators elected Tues- 


day will hold office until 1901, and have 
a vote for the successor 
of United 


States Senator William J. Sewell. Of 
the seven six are Republicans. The 
Democrat Is Allan McDermott, of Hud- 
son. The election of the six Republi- 
can senators on Tuesday makes it al- 
most Impossible that the Republicans 
should lose control of that body for at 
least two years, and makes It reason- 
ably sure that the Republicans will 
have a majority In the senate for the

counties should fall. Thus Governor- 
elect Voorhees Is reasonably sure of 
having the senate Republican through- 
out his term.

FATAL 


ACCIDENT 


AT THE MILL ST. CROSSING. 


Joseph Schumard, of Burlington, N. 


J., Instantly Killed. 


The second fatal acoident within a week 


occurred at the Mill street crossing today. 
Train No, 61. a New York and Washington 
express due to paas through Bristol at 12.34, 
struck and instantly killed Joseph Schu- 
mard, of Burlington, while he was walking 
on the outer edge of the ties on the bridge 
over the race at the Mill street crossing. 


Eastbound train No. 90, a New York and 


Philadelphia express, was passing the cross- 
ing at the same time, and the heavy atmos- 
phere blew the steam and nmokefrom its en- 
gine across, the westbound track obscuring 
the view so that the engineer of No. 61 did 
not see the man on the track and did not 
blow his whistle. 


Cyrus Slack, the gate tender, saw Sohu- 


mard on the track, carrying an umbrella 
back of him towards the on-coming train and. 
yelled at him, but he thought the man was 
deaf as he apparently did not hear him. 


John McOwen, who was standing at Os- 


mond's gate, heard the warning and looked 
up the track just in time to see the train 
strike its victim with the side of the pilot 
and tose him into the little lane going into 
Osmond's yard. 


The remains were carried to Rue's under- 


taking establishment, where the body was 
examined for identification. 
The man wore 


a long dark brown overcoat and thin black 
undercoat, had a .silver watch and steel chain 
and a ferry ticket from Bristol to Burling- 
ton, numbered 877,971. 
He appeared to be 


about 65 years old. 


It was not known who the victim was un- 


til Mr. Brewin, formerly of Burlington, iden- 


tified the body as that of Mr. Joseph Soliu- 
mard, living on Union street, three doors be- 
low the Methodist Church, in Burlington. 


The ferry ticket was sold for the 10.30 


boat this morning, when Mr. Schumard 
came over to see his son, who is a member of 
the 3d New Jersey Eegiment, go through 
Bristol on an express train at about the time 
he was killed. The boy had been stationed 
atPomptoo Lake, N. J., when the camp was 
broken, and he was on the way to winter 
quarters at Athens, Ga. 


The Corober was telegraphed for at Mor- 


risville, and he will be here this afternoon 
to view the body and impanel a jury. 


The Mill street crossing is said to be the 


most dangerous one between Jersey City and 
Philadelphia. In each direction there is a 
curve in the railroad which hides from view 
approaching trains except for a short dis- 
tance. The watch tower where the gatemen 
are on duly gives them the opportunity of 
seeing trains that are hid from the view of 
pedestrians. The gatemen are careful and 
efficient employes, and of the many accidents 
that have happened at this point, none, we 
believe, can be charged to their negligence. 


The railroad company's officials would 


have abolished the crossing at grade long 
ago if there were but the ordinary engineer- 
ing difficulties to contend with in so doing. 
The canal is the barrier to an easy and satis- 
factory solution of the problem. In view of 
the frequency of accidents at this point, and 
the number of narrow escapes that are made 
almost daily, it would seem that the railroad 
company would not indulge in any further 
delay in abolishing this dangerous grade 
crossing.

Naval Duet 


I Henceforward—to use Kelson 'a word* 
about hia own most desperate auction— 
"there was no maneuvering, there was 
only downright fighting," and great as 
was 3 ones' unquestionable merit aa a 
handjer of ships it was downright fight- 
ing endurance of the .most extreme and 
individual character that won this bat- 
tle. When thus in contact, the superior- 
ity of the British slghteens over the 
American twelves, though lesa than at 
a distance, was still great, but a far 
heavier disparity lay in the fabrics of 
. the two enemies. The Richard was a 


very old ship, rotten, never inoaut for 
naval use. The Serapis was new, on 
her first commission. The fight hitherto 
having engaged the port guns of the 
latter, the starboard lower gunports 
were still closed, and from the ships 
touching could not be opened. They 
were therefore blown off, and the fight 
went on. 
- "A novelty in naval combats was 
now presented to many witnesses, but 
to few admirers," quaintly wrote Lien- 
tenant Dal (>, who was in the midst of 
the scene below decks. "The rammers 
were run into the respective ships to 
enable the men to load"—that is, the 
staves of the rammers of one ship en- 
tered the ports of the other as the guns 
were being loaded. "We became so 
close foro and lift," reported Pearson, 
"that the rauziles of our guns touched 
each other's aides," and even so, by the 
testimony of the lieutenant on the lower 
gun deck of the Serapis, her guns could 
not be fully run out owing to the near- 
ness of the vessels.—Captain Mahan in 
Soribner'B.

Molly was 
recaptured without hurt. 


Inopportune Deatb*. 


Julius Omar was assassinated when 


he had almost completed the task of 
consolidating the administration and 
dominion of the Boman empire, and his 
death opened the way to that despotism 
and corruption which ultimately undid 
his work. Henry of Navarre was killed 
when he had almost healed the differ- 
ences between Catholic and Protestant, 
which subsequently rent not only 
France, but Europe, and William the 
Silent also fell when he was on the 
point of uniting the Netherland prov- 
inces into a compact barrier against the 
encroachments of Spain. 


In English history Lord Olive died at 


the moment whan he was the one man 
who could have saved the American 
colonies and kept the Anglo-Saxon race 
united, but there is the case of Mlra- 
bean. He was literally the one man in 
France who oonld have averted the hor- 
rors of the revolution, saved and re- 
formed the monarchy and so spared Eu- 
rope the murderous career of Napoleon 
and all the devastation It brought. If 
he had lived ten or even five years 
longer, the history not only of France, 
but of Europe and the world, would 
have been different. It is in fact suffi- 
cient _to say that he would have made 
both Robespierre and Napoleon impos- 
sible.—Strand Magazine.

Oils, wiimaf; vegetable and mineral, 


rt-e second in importance to but few do- 
mestic articles of commerce. Already 
medicinally inralnnble in the bygone 
ages of hand labor, lubricants have,be- 
come almost a condition of existence in 
this century of machinery, and of all 
oils porpoise oil ia the finest, the most 
difficult to obtain, almost the most cost- 
ly. The difficulty, be it incidentally re- 
marked, lies not in expressing the oil 
from the porpoise, but in catching the 
porpoise itself. These cetaceans, like the 
fish they prey on, are most uncertain in 
their movements, at one time playing 
by the week in our very harbors, at oth- 
ers staying a whole month far from the 
coast. An economic and reliable method 
,of obtaining a regular supply of por- 
poises from our seas would be worth a 
fortune. 


At present their capture is no more 


than accidental. Porpoises are known to 
venture into salmon estuaries during 
spring flood tides, returning to salt wa- 
ter with the ebb, and, as an improve- 
ment on the present casual supply sys- 
tem, 
strong rope nets might be oast at 


the mouths of these estuaries to inter- 
cept the invaders as they leave. Prob- 
ably, however, the ultimate solution 
will be found in the rifle and,some par- 
ticular cartridge, preferably fronted with 
soft, hollow lead to flatten in the orea- 
tnre'a ribs. It may be that even with a 
fatal bullet the difficulty IB not ended, 
for it has not yet been shown whether, 
when fatally hit, the porpoise sinks or 
floats.—London Spectator. 


WelMter Cowed Them. 


William Wetmore Story, the sculptor
